the place where Lhe act is committed.

The sum thus collecied will be paid over to
the legul heirs of the soldier or citizen killed, or
tie person wounded, or to the right®ul owner of
the property destroyed or stolen. This order is
very stringent, and abundant machinery has been
provided to carry it into speedy effect.
